ble explosion occurred at Hazardvllle, 
Conn., at about 6.30 this morning at the 
plant of the Hazard Powder Co. One of 
the buildings was struck by lightning and 
tbe explosion set fire to the other three. 


The lightning flash was followed by a 


terrific crash "of thunder and a second 
later the country for miles around won 
shaken as by some great convulsion of 
the earth. 


Thousands of panes of glass were 


broken in the buildings in town and the 
•bock was so great even at the distance of 
Springfield that it was thought here to be 
on earthquake. 


The plant of the Hazard Powder Co., 


which employs 125 men, consists of five 
•operate milts known as crackers and 
dressers. A large quantity of explosives 
was stored In the crackers where the 
powder Is prepared after leaving the 
presses. 


Immediately following the first explo- 


sion the three others followed In rapid 
wcoSMlon with iearfal noise, shattering 
the window panel of almost every boild- 
log Inithe town. No lives were lost.

One of the best races ever seen on the 
ocal track Is looted.for Thursday, the 
ast day of the Hoosno Valley fair. It 
will be by B. B., a pacer owned by Mr' 
?ox of New Haven, Conn., and H. J- 
Rockwell, owned by O. M. Dodge of Pitts- 
leld. The local track record, 2.18, is hold 
>y B..B. These two horses raced at the 
ftttsfield fair this week and it was one of 
the closest and most exciting contest* 
ever witnessed in this county. Rockwell 
won by a very narrow margin, crossing 
the line under the whip and with not a 
second to spare. Tbe Republican in 
speaking of this race says. 


"The fres-tor-all saw some of the best 


racing ever seen on the track. 
There 


were only two starters out of eight en* 
Ties. The track record was broken, with 
1.071 for the first half-mile in the second 
heat, and 2.16 for a full mile, when Rook- 
well won hardly by a neck, and his 
driver bad to apply the whip vigorously. 
The crowd nearly wenj wild with excite- 
raent." 


Among the attractions provided to en-

BOARD Or PUBLIC WORKS. 


The Widening of Union Street Necessi- 


tated. Electrics Have Right or Way. 


Tbe board of public works met Friday 


afternoon and considered the oft repeated 
subject of sewers. The regular auditing 
of bills and routine work was transacted. 
Engineer Locke was consulted regarding 
the proposed location of the bridge to b" 
built by tbe Hoosac Valley Street Rail- 
way company on Main street. It was de- 
cided that the two new railroad bridges 
should be constructed on the north aid" 
of the city bridges and they will have to 
be iron structures because of the nature 
of the river bed. 


The important question concerning the 


encroachment on the public highway by 
property owners on Union street was 
brought up for consideration. The street 
between the two bridges will be surveyed 
by Engineer Locke and will be made in 
accordance with the drawings made 
inim 


The early survey culls for a street forty- 


nine feet wide, and at a point juat east 
of the first bridge on Union street the 
road is only thirty-nine feet wide at pres- 
ent. A small building owned by D. J. 
Barber is located on the south side of tbe 
street and a large tenement block owned 
by Thomas Quinn is stationed opposite. 


The Quinn block has a porch in front 


fully six feet wide and when it was 
learned that the electric cars were to run 
along the north side of the street a vehe- 
ment protest was poured Into President 
Richmond's ears. The question is left to 
the board of public works to decide and 
the members have but one course to pur- 
sue, namely, the proper widening of the 
street according to surveys. The railway 
company will put the bridges in at once 
and the porch will have to be sacrificed. 
More still may befall Mr. Quinn, for there 
is a posiib ility that his block will have to 
be moved to the rear, or at least outside 
of the city highway line.

The money standard of a great nation 


should be as fixed and permanent as the 
nation itself. To secure and retain the 
best shonkl be the desire of every right 
minded citizen. Besting on atable foun- 
dations, continuous and unvarying cer- 
tainty of value should be itsdietinguish- 
ing chnractoi'iitic. The experience of 
all history confirms the truth that every 
coin, made under any law, howsoever 
that coin may be stamped, will finally 
command in the markets of the world 
the exact value of the materials which 
compose it. The dollar of our country, 
whether of gold or silver, should be of 
the full value of 100 cents, aud by so 
much its any dollar is worth less than 
this in the market by precisely that 
sum will some one be defrauded. 


The necessity of a certain aud fixed 


money vahie between nations as well as 
individuals has grown out of the inter- 
change of oflfeiuioclities, the trade and 
business relationships -which have arisen 
among the peoples of the world, with 
the enlargements of Iranian wants and 
the broadening of human interests. 
Tins necessity has made gold the final 
standard of all enlightened nations. 


If we are to continue to hold our 


place among the great commercial na- 
tions, we must cease juggling with this 
question and make our honesty of pur- 
pose clear to the world. No room ehor.Ul 
be left for misconception as to the 
meaning of the language need in the 
bonds of the government not yet ma.- 
tnred. It should not be possible for any 
party or individual to raise a question 
ne to the purpose of the country to pay 
all its obligations in the beat form ot 
money recognized by the commercial 
•world. 


Any nation which is worthy of credit 


or confidence can afford to say explicit- 
ly oil a question BO vital to every in- 
terest what it means %vhea such mean- 
ing is challenged or doubted. It is de- 
sirable that we shonld make it know at 
ouce and aii*-ioritatively that an "hon- 
est dollar" means any dollar equivalent 
to a gold dollar of the present standard 
of weight snd fineness. 


Things Might Be Far Worse.

men for leaning toward free silver 
that "things can't be worae than they 
now are." This ia a mistake. 
Mat- 


ters cau bo very much worse, especially 
for the -workingraen. 


First—They would be worse if wages

How- 
ever it may be with mine owners and 
mortgage debtors, men whose capital is 
their labor ure not interested in having 
the "purchasing power of their dollar" 
diminished. 


Second.—Things would be made 


worse for the 1,732,882 savings bank 
depositors in this state alone if their 
$715,033,899 of savings were made pay- 
able in depreciated dollars. 


Third.—Things would be worse for 


the nearly 1,000,000 pensioners if their 
monthly stipend were to be paid iu 68 
cent dollars. 


Fourth. -—Things would be worse for 


all the millions of beneficiaries of stock, 
mutual and co-operative insurance com- 
panies and all the 1,745,735 sharehold- 
ers in building and loan associations if 
payment were to be made to them in 
any monc# leu good than the best. 


Fifth.— Things -would be worse for 


everybody in oaee of a panic caused by 
the prospect of a silver basis.—New 
York World.

The silverite wolves who ara howling 


calamity and threatening to overthrow 
our sound finnurial system pretend to 
find an excuse for their 10 to 1 schemes 
in the unsettled condition of business. 
Because loanF are being called in and 
capital in timidly \laiting the result of 
the elections, the advocates of free coin- 
age sny, in the words of their presiden- 
tial candidate, "Yon are interfering 
with business." All unfavorable indica- 
tions in trade and industry they loudly 
ascribe to the gold standard, and (he 
manufacturers who are forced to limit 
their output by reason of the refusal of 
merchants to buy while there is so much 
uncertainty about prices are accused of 
being goidbngs who are purposely mak- 
ing hard times. 


It should be easy for all intelligent 


voters to see through the hypocrisy of 
the Bilvetite claims. Nothing can ba 
more certain than that instead of being 
due to the gold standard any financial 
Btiingency which may now exist is al- 
most entirely canned by tbe 'agitation 
for a debased currency. With a largo 
number of office seeking politicians go- 
ing up and down the country shouting 
for cheap dollars, and promising to out 
tho measure of values in two if they 
gain control of the government, how 
can biisineBB be good? A tight money 
market simply means that the owners 
cf capital are unwilling to make loann. 
Does any reasonable man expect that 
the threat of enabling borrowers to pay 
their debts in BO cent dollars is going 
to encourage investors to part with their 
capital? On the contrary, ia it not self 
evident that tlia clamor for a debt re- 
pudiation policy is the real source of 
business depression? 


So long as there remains any doubt 


as to tho future financial basis of our 
great industrial and mercantile opera- 
tions so long will there be anxiety and 
fear iu the commercial world. Distrust 
will continue to breed failures; capital 
will be scarce and interest high; debts 
will be hard to collect, and investors 
will hesitate to engage in productive in- 
dustries. This condition of affairs cau 
only be remedied, in BO far ns our money 
standard is concerned, by an emphatic 
declaration at tho polls against free sil- 
ver and all other cneap money fallacies. 


Getting Blcli In Their Blinds. 


The silvoriteg who are dreaming of 


great wealth to be had for everybody 
through the simple process of calling GO 
cents a dollar should wake up long 
enough to ask themselves this question: 


"If a dollar's 'worth of property 


means a certain quantity of labor prod- 
ucts, would there be any more of these 
products for the men who want them if 
we say that the same amount of proper- 
ty is worth $3? In other words, does an 
increase in the prices of goods mean an 
increased quantity of goods?" 


By the time they have thought out an 


answer to this question the victims of 
the 16 to 1 illusion will be able to aee 
that, though they might legislate that 
every dollar's worth of products should 
be worth 100 times as much, the only 
change would be in the minds of the 
men who made the law. Dreams of 
great riches are mighty poor substitutes 
for solid labor product* 


Even if it were true that free coinage 


at 16 to 1 would raise the price of sil- 
ver, how would that benefit the great 
Majority of the American people? Not 
Hue person in a thousand owns a- silver 
dine or has silver bullion for which he 
jrants a higher price. But everybody 
wants to buy silver in the form of man- 
ufactured articles of use or ornament, 
and therefore wants it to be as cheap as 
possible. 
A scheme for making glass- 


ware or hardware dearer would not re- 
ceive much favor from the consumers of 
those goods. Is it at all likely that the 
consumers of silver manufactures are 
anxious to pay more for them? 


I hold sound, stable currency to be 


among the greatest encouragements to 
Industry and business generally and an 
nnsonnd and fluctuating—now expand- 
ing and now contracting, so that no 
honest man can tell what to do— aa 
among the greatest discouragements.— 
Joha C. Calhoun, 1838.

The bells being of different tones, 
and, moreover, placed on opposite sides 
of the room, there is no difficulty in de- 
ciding who haa scored a hit, or, in oases 
of almost simultaneous hits, who deliv- 
ered the point first By a simple ar- 
rangement the wires passing from the 
batteries to" the combatants' collars are 
kept well ont of the way, however snd- 
den may be their movements of advance 
or retreat. In the London trial six se- 
lected amateurs competed for a pair of 
foils, and flve bouts were fought. The 
experiments were completely successful. 
A military expert, Captain Hnttor, 
who was present, said Chat the device 
wonld be of great value at such compe- 
titions a* the royal military tournament.

Count Zeppelin's Balloon. 


Count Zeppelin, a cavalry officer who 


became famous at the beginning of the 
war of 1870, has for flve years been occu- 
pied with the subject of aerial navigation. 
He has invented a me»u» ot treating iuo 
porce at the xltfe. stuff used in the making 
of tho balloon so that it will hold the gas 
for months. Hte ce,r is very firmly attach- 
ed to the bnlloon, with the propeller in 
front and steering gear behind. The mo 
tor is uf fihmunluni with n 0 to 10 percent 
copper alloy. The balloon can 1'lse to A 
height of about 1,200 yards r.nd carry n 
weight of nearly two tons and If neces- 
sary remain seven and a half days In the 
air. Tho expansion of the gas by warmth 
is met by conducting what may bo railed 
the overflow int6 n renervcd space, so tbat 
the balloon cannot Imrat and yet loses no 
g«s. 


Ascent and descent are effected without 


throwing out ballast or loss of gas. Tho 
advantages uf Count Zrppelln'R balloon 
| havebren fully acknowledged by the Prus- 


sian military authorities. 
They reckon 


the maximum speed attainable to be flve 
meters ppr second—sny 11 miles an hour— 
but the inventor claims at least 13 meters 
per seecfail 
The count is convinced that 


Ms balloon, if practically carried out, will 
be nble to travel for jveeks nt « epeed of 
•bout fiO miles per day bearing a fe.rly 
heavy welghj- and would be of thegrort- 
est Importance in time* both of peace and 
war.

Even in Ins 
youth he 18 rarely enthusiastic »« v^Bi"" 
early to look for n line that will pay, and 
lu his rataciu ana old age he U merely a 
hardened place grabber. , If he gets Into 
one of the musical rings, lie never dreams 
of taking advantage of his position to press 
fin-ward this or tha* kind of music, or ercn 
his peculiar theoretical views, but uses It 
simply to add places! a» fast an he can to 
those he has already scoured. It Is reckon- 
ed a matter of <vmrso in this country that 
a mnn should ho professor at two or thres 
music schools, orgnnlst nt a church, lec- 
turer for a society, conductor of a c'mral 
society, conductor of a provincial festival, 
and should turn out a large number of 
popular part songs and anthems. One or- 
ganist complained to mo of the labor of 
running five churrhes, the plan being to 
put In deputies and take a profit on their 
work, and when I ushed whv he did it he 
stared «e a grocer would store if you asked 
why he sold groceries. 


Musicians of this class are happily in 


the habit of dying of overwork, and the 
mueioal and other papers print pathetic 
obituary notices in which the fact is never 
mentioned tliat the deceased would havo 
led a happier and more useful life, and 
probably would have lived longer, had he 
not been such « place grabber These mu- 
sicians are the curse of music in England. 
They grab everything and draw big pay 
for doing badly what the few genuine mu- 
sicians who do appear at long Intervals 
would gladly reed-re small pay (or doing 
well, and by their talk and their example 
they Inculcate the basest and most sordid 
views of life and of art ID those who coma 
under Influence, So long as wealth and 
reputation reward place grabbing on the 
one hand and povenf^and obscurity or 
contempt reward genuine effort on the 
other, so long will we produce a thousand 
place grabbers, big and little, for one gen- 
uine rmisloiaB, and so long will we have 
to go abroad for our genuine music.—Sat- 
urday Review.

PHOTOGRAPH AS PASSPORT.' 


A New Finn to Facilitate the Idrntlflt«- 


tlon of Tmvelen. 


Perhaps the bulky old passport he* had 


Its best day. IB It* stead the Identification 
book Is now growing in public favor. 


While pMaporta wer» Intended for iden- 
tification they did not always Identify. 
The mere verbal description filled in by 
the owner primarily and then copied by 
some clerk In the state department wns 
sufficiently exact for ordinary occasions, 
but not for extraordinary ones. And the 
wise tourist prepares for both. 


Travelers who ore not equipped with 


any language but their own under the 
passport system can be exposed to more 
than petty annoyances, particularly la 
the more unfrequented paths of Spain and 
Russia. They may liavtorouble in secur- 
ing mall addressed to them or In cashing 
money and express orders. And Instances 
are by no means Infrequent where travel- 
ers have been absolutely stranded for lack 
of funds which were even then waiting 
for them at some provincial postofflce, and 
they were moriflced to the elaborate ecru- 
pies of some honest but obstinate village 
postmaster. 
But, armed with an Identification book, 


one enn refuse to be bulldozed by an offi- 
tir.i f«r i^»k ut citattiuw uf one's identity 


The matter of Itc official adoption by 


the United State* will come up for consld 
eration this winter in Washington. Most 
ot the European countries have success- 
fully tried the system. France and Italy 
were the pioneers in the movement and 
have shown no desire to return to earlier 
methods. 


The book of Identification Is a small pa- 


per bound volume of a size convenient far 
the packet It may be purchased at. any 
postofflce at an outlay equivalent to 10 
cents. On the inner side of tho cover is 
placed a photograph of the holder, tied 
firmly In place and fastened by a sealed 
ribbon. To this is attached the signature 
of the holder. On the page opposite the 
cover is a declaration signed by tho post- 
office official who originally sold the book, 
tho making of which, of oouree, he must 
witness and the cerrectnest of the like- 
nesa as set forth by the photograph. 


The pages following contain tho usual 


verbal description familiar to the holder of 
passports, consisting of details as to eyes, 
cose, mouth, forehead, chin, hair, coloring, 
height, weight and particular mark* or 
tears. 
It contains a declaration to the effeot 
that "on presentation of this book and the 
signing of a receipt any postoffico Is re- 
quired to deliver to tbe holder all mall 
matter addressed to him." Id IB impera- 
tive that the signature on tho receipt 
should correspond with that of the hook, 
and the better the photograph the easier 
the hard path of the globe trotter.—New 
York Herald.
